May Get New 
Bank in C. C. 


Cathedral City was one step 
nearer to the operation of a bank­ 
ing institution located in that 
community. 
Bill Hillery, realtor, and one of 
the backers' of the proposal to es­ 
tablish a bank in Cathedral City, 
announced that a state provisional 
charter was recently granted for 
the creation of such an institu­ 
tion there. 


OTHER LEADERS in the or­ 
ganization are, O. G. Torgerson, 
' -Retired Alaskan banker and long 
tim e 
friend of Hillery’s, 
and 
Claude S. Cobb, rancher and own­ 
er of extensive property holdings 
in Cathedral City. 
The provisional charter, accord­ 
ing to Hillery, provides that the 
bank shall not be operative until 
it is granted a permit by the U.S. 
Deposit Insurance Corporation, a 
federal agency. 


AN INSPECTOR from this di­ 
vision of the federal government, 
was recently in Cathedral City, 
it is understood. A decision is 
now awaited. 
Troubling those who are inter­ 
ested in the organization of the 
bank, is, whether to rent quarters 
in the event operation permis­ 
sion is granted, or to build a new 
bank building. The only deterrent 
to the latter is the cost of labor 
and m aterial in the light of fed­ 
eral and state restrictions regu­ 
lating a bank’s investment in 
physical properties.

Banning, Beaumont and Indio

There will be no cement plant constructed at the “front 
door” of Palm Springs. 
Voting four to one late Wednesday afternoon Riverside 
County Supervisors ordered the drafting of a zoning ordin­ 
ance sought by Palm Springs which would in affect bar the 
erection of heavy industry in this area. 
The climax to the month-long desperate struggle of home 
owners, civic leaders and city officials, followed a day-long 
hearing Tuesday, before county supervisors. 
The single dissenting vote cast against the zoning ordin­ 
ance sought by the people of Palm Springs was cast by 
Supervisor Floyd Gilmore of Hemet. He wanted the site 
sought by the S. Guiberson Jr. interests left out of the 
zoning ordinance. 
County 
Attorney 
Earl 
Red- 
wine was ordered to draw up an 
amendment to the basic county 
ordinance complying with the 
wishes of Palm Springs. 
This 
ordinance 
is 
expected 
to 
be 
placed in the hands of county 
supervisors 
Monday, 
with 
an­ 
nounced official assurances, that 
it would be passed into county 
law. It is expected that the vote 
will be the same, four to one. 


Council Studies 
Taxi Franchises 
Renewal of the Tanner Motor 
Livery exclusive franchise Sot 
taxicab service in Palm Springs, 
coupled with an application for 
an additional franchise by Roy 
Dunlap, passenger agent of the 
Greyhound bus depot here, drew 
considerable discussion at city 
council meeting Wednesday. 
Final decision on the part of 
council was postponed until Au­ 
gust 11, in order to give council- 
men more time, in which to study 
both applications and the needs 
of the city for that type of public 
service.

DAY BEFORE Guiberson was 
to appear before the board of 
supervisors, he intimated that, 
if the Palm Springs zoning was 
granted, he would seek legal ad­ 
vice and probably take the entire 
m atter into court.

The sturdy band 
of Villagers who “stay through August" weren’t bothered much 
over the sultry weather—they were too happy over the news that 
came from The Deesrt Sun news room just as Rotarians and mem­ 
bers of the city council were gathering at Bombay for lunch. The 
Riverside county board of supervisors had just voted four-to-one to 
grant the City of Palm Springs the protective zoning ordinance on 
which city officials and a group of civic-minded summer citizens 
had been working so hard. This resort community is now assured 
of protection against undesirable development of the surrounding 
desert area that has been a constant source of worry. Regional 
zoning marks the dawn of a new day for Palm Springs. 
Property owners, businessmen and residents should always be 
grateful for the efforts of Roy Colgate, city attorney; William Al­ 
worth, city manager; members of the city council* and the small 
group of Villagers who represented this community in the hearings 
on this zoning measure before the county planning commission and 
board of supervisors. They did a fine job in convincing the planning 
commission and all of the supervisors except Supervisor Gilmore 
of Hemet that this fast-growing desert resort is deserving of the 
protection which it has been seeking for many years. 


THE CEMENT MILL which S. A. Guiberson Jr. proposed to build 
at the foot of San Jacinto, near the Palm Springs station, cannot 
now be constructed unless company officials find a loophole in the 
ordinance now being prepared. We doubt, however, if Mr. Guiber­ 
son will try to operate such a plant in the face of the overwhelming 
objection of the people of Palm Springs.

It is an unhappy ending to the long 
struggle Mr. Guiberson has had in getting together the necessary 
machinery for such a plant.

It is unfortunate, in a wav, that the cem ent mill had to become 
an issue in the establishm ent of a regional zoning plan for the Palm 
Springs area. Had it not been for the m ill proposal, it is not likely 
th at opposition to th e zone would have developed in B anning 
w here a large num ber of people w ere convinced that the plant 
w ould furnish em ploym ent for veterans. It is too bad that an issue 
of this kind can divide a com m unity such as it has Banning— and 
cause ill feeling betw een com m unities w hich can profit so much 
through harm ony and co-operation. 


BANNING AND INDIO are being benefitted m aterially through the 
developm ent of Palm Springs—because of its tourist business w hich 
brings new capital into this region. These communities, in turn, 
help Palm Springs in m any ways. Thev provide many facilities not 
obtainable here. Let us hope th at the friendly relationship th a t has 
existed betw een Palm Springs and its neighbors w ill not be im paired 
by th is unfortunate issue.

' Typical of the inter-com m unity relationship is the G arden Date 
Shop of Mr. and Mrs. H ubbell w hich buys dates in the C oachella 
valley, sells them in Palm Springs, and packs them for shipping in 
Banning. Each com m unity m ust w ork out its ow n regional zoning 
problem in accordance w ith the wishes of its people. The zone 
about Palm Springs does not encroach on any other com m unity— 
is 12 miles from Banning. All com m unities are free to seek from 
the county governm ent their own type of zone in surrounding 
county territory.

$50,000,000 Sought 


R epresentative Chet Holifield 
(D.) Calif., has introduced a bill 
to perm it the governm ent to p u r­ 
chase large land holdings w ithin 
California’s C entral Valley p ro j­ 
ect and resell them in sm all 
tracts on easy term s to individual 
farmers. 
Veterans would be given p ref­ 
erence in bidding for the sm all 
tracts. 
The bill would set up a revolv­ 
ing fund of $50,000,000 for the 
Secretary of Interior to use in 
buying the land from individuals 
holding more than 160 acres or

than 320 acres. Holifield said the 
bill would relieve a drastic “land 
hunger” in California.

Indian Bureau 
Criticized In 
Washington 


Senatorial 
criticism 
in 
the 
handling of “heirship” cases was 
leveled at the Indian B ureau in 
W ashington this week. 
Senator B utler (R.), chairm an 
of the S enate’s Interior Affairs 
committee, criticized the Indian 
B ureau’s 
method 
of 
handling 
these “heirship” lands. He said 
that lands should be sold and 
the proceeds divided am ong the 
heirs, but that in some instances 
the shares would am ount to less 
than 1600ths of a cent . 
For exam ple he cited one case 
w here the division was figured 
on a basis of 52,582,064,000th of a 
share. For some heirs to receive 
1 cent, he said, $750 first had to 
be collected in rentals. 
Because checks usually are not 
made out for less than $1, B utler 
said it w ould be more than 1600 
years before sufficient funds ac­ 
cum ulated in some heirship funds 
to justify issuance of a paym ent 
check. 
“It should be obvious to any­ 
one,” he said, “that the B ureau is 
simply holding on to these heir­ 
ship lands for the purpose of 
keeping its control at the expense 
of the Indians, the public and 
the taxpayer.”

Increase 


In Riverside county, aid was 
paid to 4,078 needy aged people 
during June, 1948, com pared with 
3,658 during July, 1947, the first 
m onth of the 1947-48 fiscal year, 
California Taxpayers’ association 
said today. 
Aid to the aged in the county 
totalled 
$235,252 
during June, 
1948. an average of $57.69 per 
person. 


FOR JULY, 1947, aid to over 
65’s in the county am ounted to 
$194,306, an average paym ent of 
$53.12 per person. 
Throughout the state during 
June, 1948, aid was paid to 188­ 
267 aged persons, compared with 
173.605 during July, 1947. 
Aid for June, 1948, to the needy 
aged totalled $10,748,706, an av­ 
erage of $57.09 per person. 


FOR JULY, 1947, aid to the 
needy aged in California am ount­ 
ed to $9,132,775. an average of 
$52.61 per person. 
Pointing to the grow ing num ­ 
bers of persons receiving aid and 
to the increased am ounts of aid 
paid in California, both total and 
per person, the Taxpayers’ asso­ 
ciation urged voters to find out 
about the provisions of the two 
propositions on the November 
general election ballot which re­ 
late to aid to the aged—Proposi­ 
tions No. 4 and No. 11. 
“Such proposals as these,’ the 
association said, “would increase 
costs or aid to the aged by hun­ 
dreds of millions of dollars. ’
